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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES,  &c. 


25.— ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

1. — The  Infirmary  exists  for  the  admission  of  persons  requiring 
Hospital  treatment,  and  who  cannot  otherwise  obtain  adequate 
treatment  in  their  own  homes. 

2 —  Patients’  friends  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  them — not  more 
than  two  at  a  time — on  Wednesdays,  3-0  p.m.  to  3-45  p.m., 
Saturdays,  2-30  p.m.  to  3-15  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-0  p.m.  to 

3- 45  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time  without  permission  from  the 
House  Surgeon  or  Matron. 

3.  — Any  person  meeting  with  an  accident  and  requiring  immediate 
medical  or  surgical  assistance  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time. 

4.  —  No  patient  shall  leave  the  Infirmary  without  the  permission 
of  the  House  Surgeon,  and  any  patient  discharged  for  misconduct 
shall  not  he  again  admitted  without  the  sanction  of  the  House 
Committee. 


26.— OUT-PATIENTS 

1.  — Out-patients  are  seen  daily  (except  Sunday,  Christmas  Hay 
and  Bank  Holidays)  at  9-30  a.m. 

2.  — No  persons  able  to  provide  medical  attendance  at  their  own 
expense,  or  insured  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  are 
eligible  to  attend  the  Out-patients’  Department,  unless  sent  for 
consultation  or  specialist  treatment. 

3.  — No  out-patient  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  on  the  books 
longer  than  three  months  without  the  special  sanction  of  the 
House  Committee.  The  Hon.  Medical  Staff  shall  review  all  cases 
at  their  monthly  Meetings. 

4.  — Patients  shall  provide  their  own  bottles.  All  out-patients  shall 
attend  the  Infirmary  at  such  times  as  may  be  directed.

A.R.P.  Emergency  Measures. 

During  1938  a  Special  Sub-Committee  was  formed  to  outline 
proposals  regarding  Air  Raid  Precautions  and  before  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  War  matters  referred  by  this  Committee  to  the  Board 
were  put  into  operation.  Stocks  of  provisions,  drugs,  dressings, 
hardware,  and  surgical  instruments  were  increased,  and  work  on 
the  protection  of  buildings,  gas-proofing  of  food  stores  and  screen¬ 
ing  of  lights  were  carried  out.  Special  mention  must  be  made  to 
the  excellent  work  rendered  by  Mr.  W.  V.  Tyler  and  other  volun¬ 
tary  helpers  in  the  arrangements  carried  out  for  protecting  the 
buildings.  Arrangements  for  a  First  Aid  Post  have  been  carried 
out  between  the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  the  Infirmary.  This 
is  situated  in  the  Out-Patients  and  the  Sunlight  Departments. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  have  agreed  to  pay  for  reserved  beds  for 
casualties  at  fixed  rates  for  beds  unoccupied  and  occupied.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

of  the  Governors  of  the  Macclesfield  General  Infirmary. 

Ladies’  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Financial  Statement  for  the  year  ending 
-31st  December,  1939,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
all  those  who  by  special  efforts,  and  in  many  ways  have  assisted 
the  finances  of  the  Institution. 

Our  expenditure  continues  to  grow,  and  now  amounts  to 
£14,937  10s.  Gel.  This  compares  with  the  sum  of  £13,854  19s.  6d. 
in  the  previous  year  1938. 

The  Workers  Infirmary  Fund  contribution  now  amounts  to 
£3,586  13s.  lOd.  Bollington  and  Pott  Shrigley  have  contributed 
the  sum  of  £521  Os.  0d.,  Prestbury  £64  Os.  Od.,  Entertainments 
£83  4s.  Od.  All  these  amounts  go  to  show  the  real  live  interest 
which  is  being  taken  in  the  Institution. 

We  have  during  the  year  received  the  following  legacies  :  —

Our  Endowment  Fund  has  been  credited  with  £500  0s.  Od.

In  any  review  of  the  past  year’s,  finances  mention  must  be 
made  of  the  splendid  contribution  from  the  Ladies’  Committee 
in  furnishing  the  new  Nurses  Home.  As  a  free  gift  without  any 
conditions,  they  furnished  entirely  the  new  Nurses  Home.  When 
it  is  remembered  that  there  are  fifty-eight  bedrooms,  and  in 
addition  the  social  rooms  in  that  new  building,  each  one  may  form 
their  own  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  the  gift. 

I  regret  to  say  that  in  spite  of  every  economy  the  year  ends 
with  a  deficiency  of  £470  7s.  2d. 

We  have  received  from  patients  in  the  Institution  the  sum  of 
£2,528  3s.  2d. 

Our  Endowment  Investments  have  brought  in  the  sum  of 
£3,858  11s.  5d. 

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  sum  recovered  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Infirmary  from  subscriptions,  received  from  those 
who  have  entered  into  covenant  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  by 
which  we  are  entitled  to  the  refund  of  the  income  tax.  It  all  our 
subscribers  would  kindly  make  a  similar  covenant  with  tire 
Governors,  it  would  add  considerably  to  our  income. 

These  are  some  of  the  principle  items,  all  of  which,  and  others, 
are  embodied  in  our  statistical  report. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  in  any  way  .assisted 
through  Whist  Drives  and  other  entertainments,  or  in  various 
ways,  with  the  great  work  which  is  being  done  at  the  Alaccles- 
field  General  Infirmary.

THE  NEW  HOME  FOR 

NURSES 


mHE  New  Home  was  officially  opened,  on  Wednesday,  April  19, 
1939  by  JN tr.  J.  F.  Morton,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the 
Infirmary. 

Description  of  the  Building 

The  total  cost  of  building  New  Home  is  just  over  £16,000.  The 
number  of  rooms  in  the  Home  is  90,  comprising  58  bedrooms,  5 
sitting  rooms,  cloak  room,  office,  linen  room,  box  room,  kitchen, 
laundry,  recreation  room,  housemaids’  pantries,  bathrooms,  etc. 

Although  all  modern  ideas  in  building  construction  have  been 
incorporated  in  the  erection  of  the  new  premises,  the  architect  has 
retained  an  atmosphere  of  homeliness  and  ease. 

Work  on  the  new  building  started  in  March,  1938,  and  many 
features  have  been  incorporated  which  are  entirely  new  to 
Macclesfield. 

The  Architect  has  included  one  of  his  own  patents  in  the 
ventilation  scheme  which  provides  for  permanent  window 
ventilation  without  the  slightest  sign  of  draught. 

The  central  heating  system  is  most  admirably  devised  and 
even  the  towel  rails  in  the  bedrooms  are  kept  warm. 

There  are  ample  facilities  for  recreation  and  specially  designed 
ceilings  absorb  all  sound  in  the  building. 

Meals  are  not  served  in  the  Home,  but  there  is  a  small 
kitchenette  where  quick  snacks  are  prepared. 

In  the  Laundry  the  Nurses  may  do  their  own  washing,  ironing, 
and  even  shampoo  their  hair. 

The  Front  Entrance  to  the  Home  lias  a  grey  marble  frontage, 
to  the  right  is  an  open  terrace  with  the  recreation  room  and  sitting 
rooms  immediately  behind. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  have  very  kindly  furnished  the  Home 
throughout,  which  has  greatly  enhanced  the  charm  of  the  new 
building.  The  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  have  provided  a 
Chappel  Piano  and  Sewing  Machine. 

The  building  is  itself  a  standing  tribute  to  the  skill  of  the 
Architect,  Air.  Frederick  Gi bbcrd,  A. I. A. A.,  L.R.I.B.A.,  and  the 
good  work  of  the  builders,  Messrs.  Cooper  Bros.,  Ltd.,  and 
subsidiary  firms.

(a)  Contributor  and  Wife  of  a  contributor,  if  the  wife  is 

not  in.  employment. 

(b)  Contributor  and  Husband  of  a  Contributor,  if  the 

husband  is  not  in  employment. 

(c)  His  or  her  children  under  16  years  of  age  who  are 

dependant  upon  him  or  her. 

Any  case  not  included  in  the  above  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Patients’  Payments  Committee  for  sympathetic  consideration.

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Report  of  The  Macclesfield  Workers’ 
Infirmary  Fund  Committee 


The  development  of  the  Workers’  Infirmary  Fund  has  once  again 
exceeded  all  expectations — a  remarkable  demonstration  of  the  public 
appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  services  given  at  our  Hospital  and 
indicative  of  a  widespread  realisation  that  the  efficiency  of  the  services 
must  be  maintained  whatever  the  economic  conditions. 

In  reporting  an  increase  of  £240  during  the  past  year  tribute  must 
be  paid  to  the  members  of  my  Committee  who  have  worked  so  hard 
and  enthusiastically  to  make  the  Workers’  Fund  one  of  the  main 
supports  of  the  Institution. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  we  have  found  that  firms  have 
materially  increased  their  contributions  when  they  have  commenced 
deductions  from  wages. 

We  have  recently  received  the  resignations  of  Mr.  J.  Buxton  and 
Mr.  T.  Hunter,  owing  to  their  inability  to  attend  the  Meetings.  They 
have  both  rendered  valuable  assistance  as  members  of  the  Workers’ 
Infirmary  Fund  Committee  and  we  are  assured  that  their  interest  in 
the  Infirmary  will  continue. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  'death  of  Mr. 
A.  E.  Hanrahan,  who  had  been  Secretary  of  the  Workers’  Fund  since 
its  inception  in  1914  until  1937.  Mr.  Hanrahan  rendered  most  excellent 
service  to  the  Committee  and  the  splendid  work  he  accomplished  has 
been  placed  on  record.

the  response  will  be  even  more  handsome  than  it  has  been  in  1939.
